la Wltat B a n r Calls Powderly*« Ad- 
miniwtratlon of the AdTaln off tlie 
Knifflita of l<abor. 


IiTPiANAPous, Nov. 20.—"Spyism" is 
the theme of T. B. Baxry's second 
chapter in the serial story he is publish- 
ing about the actions of the Powderly 
administration of the affairs of* the 
Knights of Labor. 
He goes over the 
actions of the vario^s delegates at Bich- 
mond, at Minneapolis, and in this city 
and fUMnises them of spying upon the 
actions of all the delegates suspected of 
opposing Powderly. 
In this instal- 
ment of the story, which was given to 
the press late last night, he also gives 
the names of members of the order 
whom he says Powderly and the board 
discharged to make places for non- 
unio clerks who were their pets. 


Barry and his friends are expressing 
great indign^cm at the action of the 
general assembly about the report of the 
grievance committee in the cases of 
Gleason and Bloomy. 
They say those 
cases are similar to that of Barry, and 
the 
action was very 
inconsistent. 
Already telegrams of sympathy and ex- 
pressing a desire to join him have been 
received from many parts of the country 
hy Barry. 
The.^e come, in several in- 
stances, from officers of local assemblies 
of Knights of Labor, and Barry counts 
on their support in his new organiza- 
tion.

A BAD WRECK. 


Sereral Peraon« Injured in an Ohio 
Bailroad Wreclc. 


CuiciNiiATi, Nov. 20.—The Harrison 
accommodation on the Cincinnati, In- 
dianapolis, St. Louis and Chicaga road, 
due here at 7:18 this morning, left the 
track, by reason of the spreading of the 
rails, about two miles this side of Har- 
rison, and overturned five coaches. 


The train of five cars was turning the 
curve when the outer rail broke under 
the eng^e, which remained on the track, 
but the cars were all thrown off and over- 
turned in the old canal bed. 
Only the 
rear car had a fii-e in it, and the wreck 
caught fire. The engineer ran back and 
soon put out the flames. There were 
about forty passengers aboard, nearly 
aU of whom were more or less injm'edl 


The following however are those most 
seriously hurt: 
Mrs. Martha Moore, 
aged 80 years, of Wilmington, Ohio, 
will probably die; Mrs. Margaret Car- 
roll, aged 60 years, Cincinnati, internal 
injuries; James P. Dick, 
Harrison, 
Ohio, body cut about the head; Miss 
May Green Harrison, wounds in the 
head and face; George Yeager Harrison, 
right hand hurt; 
Harvey Hamilton 
Harrison, seriously hurt, in the head. 
Mr. Scott 
Small, of the Cincinnati 
Times Star, was in the wreck and was 
painfully cut and bruised, but made his 
way to the office with his report.

MO SPKCIAK< SESSION. 


The HooNior Ijefrialatom Not I^iltely 
to be Called Together. 


INDIANAPOiiis, Ind., Nov. 20.—Gov- 
ernor Gray will not call a special ses- 
sion of the legislature. 
He is receiving 
many suggestions relative to his message, 
in which he proposes to give considera- 
ble space to the financial condition of 
the state. 
No democrat has yet advised 
him to recommend a change in the be- 
nevolent institutions, but many persons 
have written him relative to a new elec- 
tion law and a live stock oommission. 


General OoC Claims Election. 


WHEEIIINO, W. Va., Nov. 20.—Gener- 
al Goff, republican candidate for gov- 
ernor, telegraphs the InteUigeneer that 
he is elected governor. 
This is the first 
time he has made any claims. 
He says 
that he will see that the will of tbe peo- 
ple is carried out. 


THE NEW OOTEBNOB. 


What Be na« to Say Abont His New 
Administration and Ijaws. 


INSIANAPOIIZS, November 
20.—Gen. 
Hovey, governor elect, is in the city to- 
day and in conversation with a Journal 
reporter said that his object in spending 
a portion of the week at the state capital 
is to confer with the leading men rel- 
a-tive to certain policies which he will 
advocate in his ;message to the legis- 
lature. 
He believes that there should 
be high and firm grounds taken in favor 
of a registration law; a law similar to 
that in force in Australia or New York. 
He favors also smaller voting precincts 
—precincts with not over 250 or 300 
voters. 
He would also make it a crime 
for any one to challenge a legal voter, 
knowing him to be a legal voter; and he 
would keep at a distance of from forty 
to sixty feet the crowd about the polls. 
This, he says, can be done by means < f 
a chute. The general also favors the 
application of the liquor license and 
dog-tax incomes to the construction of 
free gravel roads, from leading point to 
leading point at first, and then in 
local 
communities. 
He 
believes 
this would increase thè value of 
lands, prove a blessing to everyone, 
especially those owning small fai-ms who 
cannot stand turnpike or gravel road 
taxes. 


"Then," said he, too. Journal reporter, 
"we do not need this income for the 
schools under the present condition of 
our school fund. 
I would also work 
our convicts on the public highways. It 
would not be competition with private 
labor, because it would be in a free pub- 
lic improvement for which neither pub- 
lic nor private funds would be expended. 
I think the people of Indiana at large, 
in all parties, will indorse a policy 
which will insure the purity of the 
ballot, and the 
construction of free 
gravel roads without taxes. " 


"How about an extra session of the 
legislature?" was asked. 


"It is not my impression," the General 
replied, "that there will be an extra 
session. It cannot do good to the party 
in power; in fact I believe the people 
will repel it; and if only the deprivation 
of the offices to the new executive is in 
view, that can be done as well after the 
regular session as now. I don't think 
the democrats can afford it." 


"Are you beseiged much by office- 
seekers?" 


"Probably five hundred ah-eady," re- 
plied the general laughing heartily over 
the eagerness of the aspii-ants. 
He con- 
tinued: 
"The offices are not imjiortant 
to either personal or party success. I 
am not sure that they g^ve strength in 
any direction. 
What we need is some 
wholesome legislation. 
We want to be- 
gin now and do something for our state 
and our people. I wish I could help the 
soldiei*s of the state. 
They stood by us 
manfully this time; they have done so 
before. 
Congress should 
re'member 
them promptly and liberally. 
About 
65,000 soldier votes were cast this time 
in Indiana; two-thirds of them for the 
republican ticket. " 


"How do you account for yotir receiv- 
ing less than the 10,000 majority you 
predicted?" 


"By a less vote in the state than the 
increase of population indicated would 
be cast. 
If the total vote had come up 
to expectations 
our majority would 
have done so." 


Further, during 
the conversation, 
General Hovey said of what he thought 
of proposing in his message to the leg- 
islature: " I want something done to 
lift the school book burden from the 
people. 
From five to eight hundred 
per cent, profits are paid on school 
books. 
There is a monopoly in the 
trade which should be broken. The 
masses will, I feel, stand by me in an 
effort to break up any collusion there 
may be between the scliool book pub- 
lishers."

STATE TBEASUBEB LEMCKE'S annual 
statement for the fiscal year ending 
October 31, 1888, shows the receipts 
from all sources during the fiscal year 
to have been $4,173,617.98, which with 
a balance in the treasury at the begin- 
ning of the year of $373,944.21, made a 
fund of $4,547,562.19 available for all 
pui-poses during the year. Of this sum, 
however only about a half—$2,123,825.- 
26—went into the general fund; that is, 
the fund from which the ordinary cur- 
rent expenses of the state are paid; and 
of so much as went into the general 
found $340,000 was borrowed by the 
state. The disbursements for all pur- 
poses during the year amounted to $4,- 
219,836.03; and there was thus a total 
balance in the treasury at the close of 
the year of $327,726.16, or $46,218.05 
less than that with which the year be- 
gan. 


THE supreme court has given a decis- 
ion of interest. It is in a case appealed 
from Plymouth, and an abstract of thé 
decision is as follows: The city of Ply- 
mouth had an ordinance prohibiting the 
firing of gunpowder or other explosives, 
except in cases where the mayor, on oc- 
casions of public rejoicing granted per- 
mission. On the Fourth of July the 
mayor granted permisgiion to fire gun- 
powder in an anvil on a lot in the city 
near where there was sand and gravel. 
In firing the anvil pebbles and gravel 
were thrown agpainst the plate glass of 
appellant's building, breaking 
them. 
Held: That the cify is not liable for the 
damage. The action can not be main- 
tained either upon the theory that there 
was no proper ordinance or that the or- 
dinance was not enforced. Even if the 
permission granted by the mayor con- 
stituted the wrong-doers the licenses of 
the corporation, the mty is still not lia- 
ble unless it be shown that the act au- 
thorized was intrinsically dangerous. 
The negligent performance of the au- 
thorized act doM not create a oorporate 
liability.

people. 
Such a view is certainly in 
harmony with sound ideas of justice 
and faimess, though in special instances 
the rule may work an apparent wrong 
to third parties.

They may be- eaten without soiling a 
kid glove, because the skin is loose and 
the little "gores" or pockets of juice 
come apart very cleanly and without 
breaking.

rency. 
Not only gold, silver; copper, 
brass, iron, lead, and p a p ^ but glass, 
shells, beans, books, st<^s, soap, bits 
of various colored clq^ifi and numeroui 
other articles have Veen used to repre- 
sent money. 
The Burmese, Karens, 
and Ghans have no coined money, lead 
and silver in bullion being the ordinary 
tender in trade, weight and purity being 
the standard of value. 
It must be a 
curious spectacle to see a Bunnese out 
on a "hurrah," with a lot of pig-lead to 
spend at bara. 


Salt was, for a long time, the ordinary 
money of the Abyssinians, which ren- 
dered it difficult for them to get a fresh 
supply when they were broke. 
Fish 
has long been and is now the legal ten- 
der of Iceland. "Shad scales" as money 
probably originated there. 


The Oarthagenians were the first to 
introduce a stamped leather currency. 
Leather coins with a silver nail id the 
center were issued in France by King 
John the Good in 1360, but they are not 
good now. 


In the interior towns of Norther-j 
China slips of the bark of mulberry 
tree, bearing the imperial "chop" and a 
stamp to denote their worth, have long 
.been used as we use bank notes, and 
malefactors who counterfeited them got 
the imperial "chop" also. 
Marco Polo 
found this kind of money there in hia 
time, and they have still an extensive 
local circulation. 


In some small villages in Scotland la- 
borers formerly carried in their pockets 
nails in place of coin to pay "on the 
nail" for the day's supply of bread and 
ale, just as a native Australian divests 
himself of a string of beads for the pur- 
chase of some coveted luxury. 


A Scotch missionary to a little group 
of islands in the South Pacific found 
bits of red flannel circulating as money, 
when they were not needed to tie up a 
sore throat. 
This came about in a 
curious manner. 
The body of a ship- 
wrecked sailor had drifted ashore, and 
to these untutored savages, who had 
never before seen clothing of and de- 
scription, his red flaniiel shirt was an 
object of wonder and admiration. By 
common consent they cut the garment 
into shreds, which thenceforth became 
the currency of the island. 
A savage 
destitute of flannel was said to have 
"nary red," we «uppose.—Tcsro« Sift- 
Inas.

lature. He believes that there should 
be high and firm grounds taken in favor 
of a registration law; a law similar to 
that in force in Australia or New York. 
He favors also smaller voting precincte 
—precincts' with not over 250. or 300 
voters. He would also make it a crime 
for any one to challenge a legal voter, 
knowing him to be a legal voter; and he 
would keep at a distance of from forty 
to sixty feet the crowd about the polls. 
This, he says, oan.be. done.by means < f 
a chute. The general also favors the 
application of the liquor license and 
dog-tax incomes to the construction of 
free gravel roads, from leading point to 
leading point at first, and then in 
local 
communities. 
He 
believes 


this would increase the value of 
lands, prove a blessing to everyone, 
especially those owning small farms who 
cannot stand turnpike or gravel road 
taxes. 


"Then," said he, to a Journal reporter, 


"we do not need this income for the 
schools under the present condition of 
our school fund. 
I would also work 


our convicts on the public highways. It 
would not be competition with private 
•bor, because it would be in a free pub- 
ic improvement for which neither pub- 
ic nor private funds would be expended. 
[ think the people of Indiana at large, 
in all parties, will indorse a policy 
which will insure the purity of the 
ballot, and the construction of free 
gravel roods without taxes." 


'How about an extra session of the 


legislature?" was asked. 


"It is notmy impression," the General 


replied, "that there will bean extra 
session. It cannot do good to the party 
m power; in fact I believe the people 
will repel it; and if only the deprivation 
of the -offices to the new executive is in 
view, that can be done as well after the 
regular session as now.

I Almost every nation and tribe, M*W1 
.»every epoch, has ita pecul^tf cur- 
'noey. Not only gold, nbyff copper, 
bra**, iron, lead, and pajwf but glass, 
ahella, bean., books, stprfea, soap, bit* 
of various colored clem and numerous 
other articled have pen used to repre- 
sent money. 
The Burmese, Karens, 


and Ghana have no corned money, lead 
and silver in bullion being the ordinary 
tender in Uade, weight and purity being 
the standard of value. It must be a 
curious spectacle to see a Burmese out 
on a "hurrah," with a lot of pig-lead to 
spend at bars. 


Salt was, for a long time, the ordinary 


money of the Abysainians, which ren- 
dered it difficult for them to get a fresh 
supply when they were broke. Fish 
has long been and is now the legal ten- 
der of Iceland. "Shad scales" as money 
probably originated there. 


The Carthagenians were the first to 


introduce a stamped leather currency. 
Leather coins with a silver nail ifl the 
center were issued in France by King 
John the Good in 1360, but they are not 
good now. 


i In the interior towns of Northern 
China slips of the bark of mulberry 
tree, bearing the imperial "chop" and a 
stamp to denote their worth, have long 
.been used as we use bank notes, and 
malefactors who counterfeited them got 
'the imperial "chop" also. Marco Polo 
found this kind of money there in hia 
time, and they have still an extensive 
local circulation. 


In some small villages in Scotland la- 


borers formerly carried in their pocketa 
nails in place of coin to pay "on the 
nail" for the day's supply of bread and 
ale, just as a native Australian divests 
himself of a string of beads for the pur- 
chase of some coveted luxury. 


A Scotch missionary to a little group 


of islands in the South Pacific found 
bits of red flannel circulating as money, 
when they were not needed to tie up a 
sore throat. 
This came about in. a 


curious manner. The body of a ship- 
wrecked sailor hod drifted ashore, and 
to these untutored savages, who had 
never before seen clothing of and de- 
scription, hia red flannel shirt was an 
object of wonder and admiration. 
By 


common consent they cut the garment 
into shreds, which thenceforth became 
the currency of the island. 
A savage 


destitute of llannel was said to have 
"nary red," we suppose.—Texas 
Sift-
